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4. The two individuals named above will be moat directly concerned with 
weather factors on future operations and should therefore personally in- 
vestigate all aspects of the weather problem. They should have access to 
the Key Hole material as soon as feasible after 5 September when the 
necessary cloud data becomes available. It is pointed out that both of 
these officers have had a CORONA clearance almost since the inception 
of the program. The need for review of this material is strictly from a 
weather standpoint as it relates to the refinement of the science of fore- 
casting. As the program becomes more selective in terms of control of 
each pass, the better the forecast, the greater intelligence return. 


5. It is therefore recommended that Lt. Colonel Allen and| 

be granted access to Key Hole material for the purpose as stated above.
